TERROR REIGNS AT BAKU. 
REVOLT IN OIL DISTRICT. 
DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 1!1.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.} More than 600 work- 
ingmen are in open revolt at Baku, in 
the petroleum district. Forty Cossacks 
have been killed in the last three days 
in conflict with the men, and a hundred 
severely wounded. The government 
authorities say they have been incited 
by anarchists, and it is given out that 
some of the men who struck for better 
pay and shorter hours have already re- 
turned to their tasks, while more will 
do so tomorrow. Nevertheless, a reign 
of terror continues. The revolting 
workmen pillage and murder day and 
night, and in their rage they have set 
more than two hundred oil wells afire, 
and they are still burning. The gov- 
ernment has been utterly unable to 
suppress the uprising. which has taken 
ther wildest and most unrestrained 
form ever known in Russia. 

Thirty-two American owners of wells 
in the district are sufferers to a large 
amount. The damage, which will run 
up into millions, has been done to wells, 
warehouses, tanks and derricks. The 
petroleum exchange at Baku was 
panicky today, the price of oil advanc-

WEST OF THE PECOS. 


How Law, Equity and Tradition Were 
Administered by a Famous 
Justice. 


{Chicago News:] Attorney Henry C. 
Geeting tells the following story: 

“For many years there was a primi- 
tive justice of the peace who adminis- 
tered law, equity and traditions among 
the haif-breeds in the cactus regions 
along the Rio Grande in Texas west 
of the Pecos River. He was famous in 
southwestern legend for his original 
and abdorigina! adjudications and 
methods. A client who had ranched it 
in the justice bailiwick for many years 
oe personally knew him gave me the 
acts. 

“Mexicans predominated in that sec- 
tion, and among the Mexicans he was 
known as the alcalde, a Spanish name 
for a dispenser of justice. They looked 
up to him as a judicial dictator. In 
addition to his minor duties he used 
to hear their matrimonial dissensions, 


grant divorces and dispense such other 
“equitable relief as to the court seemed 
meet,” which was received with due 
credence and reverence. He arrested 
men for breaches of contract and ex. 
acted fees for his services in settling 
the matters. His word was law amone 


them, and there was no appeal... First, 
appeal was beyond their comprehen- 
sion, and, secondy, it was practically 
beyond reach, for the forum and fa- 
cilities for appeal were too @istast. 

“Nelther the alcaide nor “Ris Cone 
stituents were sticklers about legal for- 
malities. Documents and 
were not insisted upon as essentials in 
his court. He would send out his con- 
stable to enforce his dematids with ver= 
bal exceptions and especially to collect 
judgments for costs, which were hone 
ored the same as though engrossed on 
parchment and sealed with the great 
seal of the Siate. If necessary he would 
impress into the service of the court 
private property by the same kind 
process. Thus, he directed his consta- 
ble on one occasion to go forth after 
a distant ranchero-and collect a de- 
linquent assessment. The constable 
having ro bronco at hand, the thought+ 
ful alcalde directed bim to mount the 
bronco of another ranchero that 
tiled up to a post while its owner was 
refreshing himself at the grocery. 

“Soon the owner of the appropriated 
bronco made his appearance, searching 
for his steed, and naturally, with h 
indignation, sought the alcalde 
some process of relief. But that sub- 
functionary informed him with 
much dignity that his property was 
engaged in necessary services for the 
State; that if deemed proper the State 
could impress him into service as well 
as his bronco, and that the Incofveni- 
ence he was subjected to resulted from 
the obligations he assumed in bécom- 
ing a citizen of this glorious republic.

OUISE MICHEL, ANARCHIST. 

Louise Michel, whose death is re- 
ported from Paris, was one of . the 
enigmas of modern civilization. Al- 
though of good birth and favored 
with an excellent education her whole 
life seems to have been spent in fos- 
‘tering class hatreds and striving to 
overthrow society. The rigors of 
prison life and the hardships and mis- 
eries of exile had no terrors for her; 
tney did indeed but give her the added 
force and distinction of a false mar- 
tyrdom, and now death has overtaken 
her in advanced old age, but before 
any thought or desire for rest had 
cooled the ardor of her turbulent en- 
thusiesm. Louise Michel was an 
apostie of anarchy, a firebrand of the 
Commune. Apart from her private 
benevolences, and they are said to 
have been many, what good did she 
accomplish? What good can ever be 
accomplished by a gospel of violence 
and a creed of bate’ The best re- 
sult that can conceivably follow from 
her life and from her death is that 
some of those that are similarly de- 
luded may recognize the folly of 1 ail 
ana ‘evote their energies into more 
profitabie and «more. humanitarian 
channels. . 


| TPAISING THE MAINE. 

The battleship Maine was sunk 
in the. harbor of Havaria.on February 
15, 1898, sin¢é which time the wreck 
has lain at the bottom of the harbor 
where it sank. There was much dis-— 
cussion as to the feasibility of rais- 
ing the wreck, during the year or two 
following the close of the war be- 
twéen the United States and Spain, 
but nothing of a practical nature was 
accomplished, and the wreck still lies 
where it sank. | 

Now there jis.a good prospect that 
the remains of the battleship ‘willl be 
brought to the surface within the 
present year. On June 8, 1904, a 
contract was entered into between 
the Republic of Cuba and Joseph De 
Wyckoff for the remova] of the wreck 
from Havana harbor. The contractor 
is to bear the expense. and in addition 
agrees to pay into the Cuban treasury 
the sum of $5000, in return for which 
he is to be given title to the property 
recovered. Under the terms of the 
agreement the work was to begin in 
December. 1961, the stipulation being 
that it shall be completed within one 
year.

THE PROVIDENT LOAN, 


{The Century:] The Provident Loan 
Society of New York was incorporated 
in 1894, “for the purpose of aiding such 
persons as the society shall deem in 
need of pecuniary assistance by loans 
of money at interest, upon the pledge 
of personal property.” It was organ- 
ized by a number of New York City’s 
leading citizens, including James 
Speyer, Seth Low, Abram 8. Hewitt, 
Ctto T. Bannard and Selomon Loeb, It 
charges 1 per cent. interest a month on 
leans of less than $250, or at the rate 
of 10 per cent. a year on loans 
ing that amount; and these rates are 
recognized as somewhat philanthrop- 
ical, considering the class of securities 
offered, many of which, such as furs, 
being likely to deteriorate in value un- 
less cared for at considerable expense. 

It is true that patrons of the 
Trovident Loan have been mainiy of 
the better class, the loans averaging 
about $30 each, but it is the society's 
plan to “extend ite usefulness to less 
‘profitable business in poorer sections of 
the city, making more loans on cloth- 
ing and less desirable pledges.” “We 
must not forget,” he adds, “that the 
purpose of our incorporation is philan- 
threpical, so far as is consistent with 
the full measure of strength and 
safety.” 

By the treasurer's report it appears 
that 168,272 pledges were received in 
1903, on which $6,576,091 was the amount 
advanced, The further shows 
that the funds employed at the end of 
103 amounted to $2,647,121.18, and it 
may be said in a general way that the 
capital in actual use is equal to about 
one-half the annual sum total of busi- 
ness, The gross earnings average about 
12 per cent., out of which interest on 
tne society's bonds, certificates of con- 
tribution and temporary loans from the 
banks and trust companies, as well as 
the general running expenses of the so- 
ciety, are paid. It should be said here 
that the,society is not permitted to pay 
more than the legal rate of interest to 
any investor in either its bonds or cer. 
tificates, or for the use of any funds 
vi hatever, all surplus at the end of the 
year becoming a part of the general 
fund, which has increased $233,621.15 
since the institution was founded, by 
which it will be seen that philanthropy 
in not necessarily administered at a 
loss. are also certain benefits of 
the Providegt Loan which cannot be 
regarded in the light of philanthropy. 
Numerous well-to-do persons take ad- 
vantage of the fact that no stora 
charges are made, and during the early 
summer paWn thousands of dollars’ 
worth of furs, overcoats and silverware 
for ridiculously small sums, thereby 
obtaining for a few cents safe and 
careful storage, besides the use of the 
money borrowed. Thus a fine fur coat 
pawned for $2 in June is stored and 
cared for until November for the ab- 
surd sum of 10 cents.
